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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended claim 27 to include the 
limitation of the bored interior having a linear taper from the exterior support to the frit. This is sufficient to overcome the 1 02 rejections of 
claims 27 and 28 as anticipated by McGraw, Zuckerman and Cargill. For purposes of Appeal, these claims are considered to be rejected 
under USC 103(a). See Paragraphs 10-12 of the Previous Office Action, mailed 03/04/10. In Request for Reconsideration, Applicant has 
argued that the references do not teach the tapering shape of Applicant's vial. The Examiner notes that Applicant's Specification places no 
criticality on the shape of the vial and merely states that the each vial is "configured to retain a soild support such as CPG and hold a 
reagent solution" (page 7, lines 4-5 of Applicant's Specification. As noted by the Examine, this function is performed by the prior art even 
though the vials have a different shape. 
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
